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Council Business Is Quite Child Abuse Meeting 
As New Year Begins 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night, January 4, for 
the first time in 1977 All 
members were present for the 
7 p.m, meeting. 

Mayor Robert Folsom open- 
ed the meeting and called to 
the attention of the council- 
men the budget comparison 
sheets placed in each council- 
man’s folder. City Clerk Jack 
Prescott pointed out to the coun- 
cilmen that the City was over 
the projected budget only about 
$2600 for the three month per- 
iod. He noted that city em- 
ployees were working every day 
to get these cost lowered. 

According to the report pre- 
sented to the councilmen, the 
Street Department was the de- 
partment with the largest bud- 
get overrun. During the three 
months (October, November and 
December) the Deaprtment 
spent about $10,000 over the 
amount budgeted for the per- 
iod. The Police Department 
was also overspent $5000; the 
Garbage Department $3500 
These also exceed $20,000 
however several departments 
didn't spend the budgeted a- 
mounts and $10,000 earmarked 
for capital expenditures was not 
used for this purpose. Pres- 
cott explained that the budget 
was only a guideline and al- 
so noted that estimated income 
was almost certainly underes- 
timated.

Prescott reported that the 
quarterly revenue sharing 
check had been received and 
the $17,964 was about $300 low- 
er than it had been in the past. 

A short discussion on the 
use of or disposal of some 
lumber salvaged from a build- 
ing for parking, noting that 
the Work-Release folks would 
do this for the materials. 

After a rather lengthly 
‘liscussion, the council again 
tabled any decision on furnish- 
ing labor for the sewage lines 
to Woodland Estates, off the 
‘Troy Highway. This time the 
matter was tabled until an es- 
timate of the expense was de- 
termined. 

The council heard a report 
from Councilman Cleo Hawkins 
on a sewage problem on Smith 
Avenue. Hawkins recommended 
the council approve the addition 
of 700 feet of sewer line to 
connect the new construction 
to existing lines, rather than 
the expense of drilling under 
the highway for about $2000. 

Bills for the past month 
totaled $4,725.95 from the Gen-

eral Fund. Recreation was 
$295.36 and the Sewage Depart - 
ment spent $1113.38. All these 
bills were approved after it was

The suceess of the recruit- 
ing and retention program in 
Alabama was pointed out. Al- 
abama currently has the third 


largest Army Guard strength 
in the nation, trailing only New 
York and California. 

The state is fourth in-per- 
centage of overstrength at 100.6 
percent with more than 18,000 
members currently on board. 

During the past two years, 
enlistments in Alabama have 
averaged more than 350 per 
month. This figure has been 
complimented by a rate of re- 
enlistment which exceeds 170 
percent. 

Maj. Gen. Charles A. Rol- 
lo, the Adjutant General of Al- 
abama, presented Mr. Reeves 
with a certificate of comple- 
tion at the end of the seminar.

U A Research 
To Help Cancer 


Patients 


Cancer patients, especially 
those with Hodgkin's disease, 
are vulnerable to contracting 
shingles, as are other patients 
receiving immunosuppressive 
drugs. Shingles (or herpes 
zoster) is a painful viral in- 
fection of certain sensory ner- 
ves that causes an eruption of 
blisters along the course of 
the affected nerve. 

Research at the Univer- 
sity of Alabama in Birmingham 
(UAB) has recently shown an 
anti-viral drug, administered 
intravenously, can be used 
effectively to speed the heal- 
ing of shingles without toxic 
side effects. The drug, ade- 
nine arabinoside (ara-A), sig- 
nificantly increased the speed 
of healing of shingles in cancer 
patients included in the study. 

Shingles has a tendency to 
produce prolonged disease that 
can drain the emotional as well 
as physical strength of patients 
already ‘afflicted with cancer. 
In a few cases, shingles can 
even be life-threatening to the 
cancer patient. Thus, use of 
ara-A to accelerate the healing 
process may be a major step 
in reducing the discomfort of 
those cancer patients suffer- 
ing from shingles. 

The study at UAB included 
87 patients, 75 of whom had 
cancer. The remaining pa- 
tients, comparabie in age, were 
being treated with immuno- 
suppressive drugs for other 
reasons (12 patients). 

* All patients involved in the 
study received the traditional 
treatment for shingles. How- 
ever, patients in one group were 
also given ara-A during the 
first five days of the study 
while the remaining patients 
received a saline solution. 

During this time, patients 
treated with ara-A showed a 
significant reduction in pain. 
Blisters produced by the in- 
fection also healed rapidly in 
the group receiving ara-A.

She 
said that significant amend- 
ments to the law were added 
by the Legislature in 1975 and 
that every citizen should be 
come acquainted with these 
changes. 

Pensions and Security's state - 
wide project on child abuse and 
nevi ct has been made possible 
by a yrant from the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare 

As the State's public wel - 
fare agency, the Department of 
Penisons and Security has a le- 
gal responsibility to pro- 
tect abused, neglected or de- 
pendent chidren. Alabama law 
provides that anyone who sus- 
pects abuse or neglect may 
make a report to Pensions and 
Security or law enforcement 
officials. Pensions and Se- 
curity is responsible for re- 
ceiving and investing reports 
and making plans for the care 
of abused or neglected child- 
ren.

Federal income tax pack- 
ages for 1976 will be on their 
way to area taxpayers during 
the first and second weeks of 
January 1977, the Internal Rev- 
enue Service said. 

Both the Form 1040 and the 
Short Form 1040A reflect var- 
ious changes in the law stem- 
ming from passage of the Tax 
Reform Act of 1976, according 
to the IRS. 

These changes cover such 
areas as child care expenses, 
income received during res 
tirement, business use of a 
home, and sick pay, among 
other provisions that are ef- 
fective for tax year 19°76. New 
tax tables enable those with 
taxable incomes of up to 
$20,000 to determine their tax- 
able income at a glance, with- 
out calculating rates. The 
tables must be used whether 
or not the taxpayers itemize 
deductions or use the stand- 
ard deduction 

Beginning this year, some 
of the eligibility requirements 
for the Earned Income Credit 
have been liberalized. How- 
ever, the IRS reminded  tax- 
payers who are eligible for 


the credit that they still must 
file a tax return to receive 
it. The credit equals 10 per- 
cent of the first $4,000 of earn- 
ings and is phased out as ad- 
justed gross income rises from 
$4,000 to $8,000. It is refund- 
able to provide.a benefit to 
families who otherwise do not 
earn enough to file a return. 

To help assure that those 
who qualify for the earned in- 
come credit do not overlook it, 
and as a convenience, this year 
the worksheet for the credit 
appears on page 2 ofthe 1040 and 
1040A tax packages. 


Tax forms 1040 and 1040A 
for 1976 also provide for tax- 
payers to take a personal tax 
credit of $35 each for them- 
selves and listed dependents or 
2 percent of the first $9,000 
of taxable income, whichever is 
greater. 

A number of taxpayers who 
filed Form 1040 last year will 
receive Form 1040A, the IRS 
advised. Those receiving the 
shorter form could have filed 
it instead of Form 1040, a re- 
view of records by the IRS 
revealed.

“The Cross and the Switch- 
blade," Wilkerson’s first book, 
is the account of Mr. Wilker-

The book details the forma- 
tion of the organization called 
Teen Challenge which in the 
past decade has become one of 
the most successful in the 
world for the rehabilitation of 
drug addicts.

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Get The Facts 
On Alcoholism 


By; JEAN SHEARER 


New Year's Eve has beén 
upon us. It brings with it 
time off from work, football 
games, lots of parties, and, 
for many, lots of drinking. A- 
long with coverage of all the 
festivities. however, news casts 
usually give a certain portion 
of their time to reports of the 
number of high way fatalities 

While drinking drivers donot 
account for all of the holiday 
fatalities, a high percentage of 
the automobile accidents are 
alcohol-related. Itis estimated 
that of the more than 100 mil- 
lion American drivers, atleast 
two-thirds drink alcoholic bev- 
erages at one time or another 
before driving. 

During the Christmas-New 
Year's holiday season, because 
of the atmosphere of fun and 
frolic, driving after drinking is 
more apt to occur If you 
are planning to go to a par- 
ty where you know you'll be 
drinking, here are some facts 
which you should be aware of 
and some rules to observe 

First, you should set a lim- 
it before you start drinking 
Then stick to your limit. 

The American Medical As- 
sociation says flatly that three 
drinks in an hour are too much 
for anyone who intends te drive 
soon; for some people two are 
too much, It’s unfortunate but 
true that while alcohol is ab- 
sorbed rapidly into the sys- 
tem, it takes time about leaving 
the body and the brain. On 
the average, the body can ab- 
sorb alcohol at the rate of 
about one ounce per hour. (Re- 
member also that one can of 
beer has the alcohol equivalent 
of one ounce of whiskey). 

The most dangerous ef- 
fect of alcohol lies in the fact 
that while it slows reflexes 
and hampers judgment and con- 
trol, it gives a false sense 
of well being often causing a 
driver to think that he is more 
capable than he really is. All 
the age old remedies--black 
coffee, cold showers, fresh air 
and exercise--are useless, and 
can only result in a more wide 
awake drunk. 

Another good rule of thumb for 
anybody who drinks is to drink 
slowly--especially if you are 
small. Also you should know 
what you are drinking-beware 
of generous bartenders. 

Finally, be honest with your- 
self--if you've drunk too much 
admit it and ask someone else 
who had had less to drink than 
you to drive for you,

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he said, “the lion's share should 
have gone to me. That was the 
just and natural thing to do. There 
can be only one explanation: this 
man must have exercised undue 
influence over my sister.” 

But the court held the will valid. 
The judge said: 

“The law does not require that 
a testator shall be just. If he pos- 
sesses the requisite mental capac- 
ity, he has the right to make an 
unequal distribution of his prop- 
erty.” 

Courts generally agree, One 
reason is their reluctance to sec- 
ond-guess someone who is no 
longer available to make explana- 
tions or to clarify possible hidden 
motives, 

Nevertheless, “unnatural” pro- 
visions in a will may help prove 
undue influence when there are 
also other circumstances pointing 
in that direction. 

Another widow left everything 
to a male companion, cutting off 
her only child without a cent. But 
it also appeared that she had 
shown symptoms of mental de- 
terionition and signs of terror. 

Here, a court decided there was 
enough evidence to sustain the 
jury’s verdict of undue influence, 

Furthermore, a will may fail if 
it not only is unfair to individuals 
but also violates public policy. 
One man set up a trust fund for 
his two brothers, on condition that 
they never again speak or write to 
his two sisters. 

But a court ruled that this “will 
of hate” would not be enforced, 
heeatise society prefers to encour- 
age domestic harmony. The judge 
said he would not “help the testa- 
tor use the power of his wealth to 
disrupt this family.”

POISONOUS? 

Every Christmas season 
you hear the same argument 
are poinsettias poisonous or 
aren't they? 

These unfounded stories 
have scared people into think 
ing that the poinsettia is pois 
onous Many people believe 
that parts of the plant, if eaten 
by humans or pets, could be 
deadly 

To resolve the controversy 
and calm public fear about the 
Supposed toxicity of thé poin 
settia, the floral industry laun- 
ched an intensive investigation 
in 1°74 

The research proved that 
the myth that poinsettias are 
harmful to human and animal 
health if parts of the plant 
are eaten is just another old 
wives tale, 

In fact, after reviewing all 
available information about the 
poinsettia, the Consumer Pro 
ducts Safety Commission re- 
fused to require growers to 
label each poinsettia plant with 
a caution label 

Every year the Poison Con- 
trol Center of the Food and 
Drug Administration prepares 
an annual report on human poi- 
sonings from every cause. Sta- 
tistics are given by about 500 
poison control centers in all 
50 states. And, he says, dur- 
ing 1°74, the latest year for 
which figures are available, 
not a single person was hos- 
pitalized and no one died from 
eating parts of any plant sold 
by commercial florists in the 
U.S., including the poinsettia, 

if you received a poinsettia 
for a Christmas gift or bought 
one to use as a holiday dec- 
oration, you should keep it out 
of the reach of ur small 
children or pets, just as you 
do any other attractive house- 
plant. But, you don’t have to 
panic if some of the poinsettia 
is eaten accidently, Research 
has shown it’s nota poinsonous 
plant.

EARLY CORN 


There is a lot of interest 
in planting full-season yarie- 
ties of corn and also early 
maturing varieties. Research 
records in a lot of places 
dramatically show that top 
yields are made from earlier 
planting of corn. 

Years ago in Coffee Coun- 
ty we planted corn very ear- 
ly. Then later we started 
planting in April and May. 
However, I believe year in 
and year out that growers 
will be better off to plant at 
least part of their corn ear- 
ly in the year, We plan to 
get our recommendations out 
early on planting, varieties 
and other factors in corn 
production. We look for ex- 
panded corn production in 
Coffee County. 


GOOD FRUITS 


A lot of folks are missing 
a good thing in not plant- 
ing some minimum care fruit 
trees around the home. For 
example, figs, especially the 
varieties Celeste and Brown 
Turkey, are » recommended for 
this area. Figs require very 
little care. Thereareanum- 
ber of excellent plums on the 
market. One is Methley and 
another is Crimson. They al- 
so require very littlecare. Of 
course, they will do better if

Most spots and light stains 
can be removed easily If 
brushing doesn’t do it, then a 
soft gum eraser, emery board 
or chalk cleaner will. Chalk 
cleaners--in stick or aerosol 
can--can be purchased in 
household or notions depart 
ments 

Heavily soiled suedes should 
be dry cleaned professionally 
if your suede garment has a 
label or tag suggesting special 
household or dry cleaning pro 
cedures, follow these instruc- 
tions 

Suede is waterproff If 
your suede garment gets wet 
or rain-spotted, dry away from 
heat. After it is dry, brush 
with a terry cloth towel to 
restore its original appear- 
ance. Brush the nap in one 
direction. 

Most wrinkles in suede will 
hang out overnight. If wrink- 
les persist, press with an iron 
at the “rayon” setting Use 
heavy wrapping paper as a 
press cloth and press on the 
right side of the garment 
Press with a light, quick hand 

When storing your suede 
garments for an extended per- 
iod, hang in a well ventilated 
closet. over with a cloth 
to keep dust free, but do not 
place in a plastic bag. Air is 
good for suede. Like all lea- 
ther, it “breathes”

When the weather is right 
for plowing and cultivation 
next spring, you certainly 
don’t want to lose any days 
by having the tractor in the 
shop somewhere.

GUN SAFETY

remembered. (1) Never, never 
point a gun at another person.

(3) When crossing a 
fence, either place the gun on 
the ground and cross at an- 
other place or hand it to your 
partner and let him hold the 
guns while you cross andthen 
you can help him.

Report From Foley 


The Elba City School Board 
met Thursday night, January 6 
at 5 p.m. All members of the 
Board were present. Members 
of the Board are Ed Cooper, 
Chairman, Fred Clark, Russell 
Cash, Doug Martin and J. Doug 
Kendrick. ° 


High School Principal La- 
mar Foley reported again onthe 
Status of the various funds 
operated by the high school. 
The discussion centered mainly 
on the athletic fund, past, pre- 
sent and future. Foley told 
the board members, “We are 
in better shape this year. It 
was getting to the point last 
year that something had to stop 
unless more money .was found.” 

Mrs. Carolyn Stokes was 
recommended by Superinten- 
dent Elmer Taylor to work as 
an aide, replacing Mrs, Linda 
Carpenter who resigned. The 
board voted to hire Mrs. Stokes 
to work in the Elementary 
School. 

Gary Reeves was recommend- 
ed and hired to work as an 
aide in the Jr. High School, 
replacing Zelda Mobley who 


transferred tothe Middle School 
as a teacher. 

The board members were 
shown copies of deeds drawnup 
to transfer school property 
from the State of Alabama to 
the School Board. This is an 
administrative action to be 
ready to apply for future fed- 
eral grants where the school 
must own the property. The 
paper work included a form 
which reads, “We certify that 
this transfer is to the benefit 
of the public school system's 
interest.” Some ofthe olddeeds 
date back to 1918. 

Taylor reported state ap- 
proval of an application for 
some lunchroom equipment for 
the high school lunchroom. The 
state will pay 75% or $10,277 
of the cost of the equipment 
with the board paying the bal- 
ance. 

The board approved a study 
of expanding the special edu- 
cation student classes for 16 
year olds and older to include 
some county students. This 
will be with full co-operation 
of the county school system 
if undertaken. 
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reported that the fatal injury 
was self inflicted. 

Turman’s mother, Mrs. Ralph 
Warren, and other witnesses 
reported that Turman came 
home, apparently heavily under 
the influence of alcohol. He 
appeared to have a_ scratch 
on his neck. After a few min- 
utes he went into the kitchen, 
Opened a cabinet: drawer, and 
withdrew a butcher knife and 
cut his throat. 

He walked into another room 
and asked if it was bleeding. 
Blood was spurting from the 
wound and he was informed 
of this. Law officers found 
evidence of this blood on a. 
lamp shade just outside the 
kitchen door. 


After a few words with family 
members, Turman reportedly 
went back intothe kitchen, pick- 
ed up the knife and cut him- 
self again in the same place. 
He then dropped the knife to 
the floor, went into the living 
room with his parents and 
grandmother. Family members 
said he sat down in a chair 
near the door for a few min- 
utes until the loss of blood 
made him weak and he then 
said, ‘I don't feel so good, I 
think I will lie down a few 
minutes’ and lay down on the 
floor near the chair. 


The Elba Rescue Squad 
had been called and this is 
where they found him. Res- 
cue workers said they last felt 
a pulse about two minutes 
before arriving at the hospital. 


Coronor Marvin Mcllwain 
investigated along with the Cof- 
fee County Sheriff's department 
and ruled that Turman died from 
self-inflicted knife wound. 


tors, educators, law enforce- 
ment officials, health person-

Characteristics of child a- 
buse and neglect, along withthe 
roles of of Pensions and Se- 
curity and other agencies in 
dealing with these problems, 
will be explained at the meet- 
ing. Related topics will also 
be discussed, including statis- 
tics on child abuse and ne- 
glect in the state, county and 
nation. 

‘An important part of the 
meeting will focus on the in- 
dividual’s rights and responsi- 
bilities under Alabama's child 
abuse reporting law’, the Coun- 
ty Director emphasized. She 
Said that significant amend- 
ments to the law were added 
by the Legislature in 1975 and 
that every citizen should be- 
come acquainted with these 
changes. 

Pensions and Security's state- 
wide project on child abuse and 
neglect has been made possible 
by a grant from the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare. 

As the State’s public wel - 
fare agency, the Department of 
Penisons and Security has ale- 
gal responsibility to pro- 
tect abused, neglected or de- 
pendent children. Alabama law 
provides that anyone who sus- 


pects abuse. or neglect may’: 


make a report to Pensions and 
Security or law enforcement 
Officials. Pensions and Se- 
curity is responsible for re- 
ceiving and investing reports 
and making plans for the care 
of abused or neglected child- 
ren.

Board met Tuesday night and 
heard a report from auditor 
Bill Carr. Carr toldthe Board, 
“The Elba Water and Electric 
Board is in good shape finan- 
cially”. When quizzed about 
any suggested improvements or 
“do you see anything that needs 
improving” Carr noted that the 
inventory had been high during 
the year, but that could be 
justified by the preparations for 
the electric expansion now al- 
most completed. He said that 
other than that, he felt the de- 
partment was operating as ef- 
ficiently as it could from the 
auditing viewpoint. 

The Board voted to pay 
Mrs. Paul Macon $11.84 for 
some food she lost when an 
electric outage, caused by an 
error, allowed the food to 
spoil. 

A discussion on the low 
water pressure on Cherokee 
Lane didn’t provide any solu- 
tion, but the situation will be 
studied and a report given la- 
ter. The Board was also told 
that the electric outage on 
Cherokee Tuesday morning 
was caused by a blown fuse. 

Montly bills totaling $2189.75 
were approved after Chairman 
Charles Hayes told the Board 
that he had personally checked 
the bills and all seemed to be 
in order. 

A report on the status of 
montly utility bills showed a 
slight increase in unpaid bills. 
‘IMiS was explained in part by 
the shortage of help due to 
sickness and the Christmas 
holidays. The unpaid bills were 
in three categories. $278.35 
with meters pulled; $294.74 
moved away and deposits not 
applied, and $882.95 in bills 
that will be cut off if not paid 
by a promised time.

address the commission. Mr 
Clark said, “I've been asking 
for nearly three years for the 
county to open my road and build 
a bridge to Indigo Cemetery.”

Richburg replied “Roads 
that are used by families every- 
day have more importance than 
deserted roads." , 

Mr. Clark reminded the 
commission that he had been 
coming before them for three 
years, and said “When the new 
commissioners take office, I'll 
be back.” 

Mr. Joe Patterson of Per- 
ry’s Store Community informed 
the commission that he was in 
the process of getting a pe- 
tition signed by the residents 
of a dirt road (a cut-off road 
behind Perry's Store connecting 
Highways 189 and 134) request- 
ing it be considered for paving 
when the priority system went 
into effect. The commission 
agreed to help Patterson when 
able. 

Elba Mayor Bob Folsom ad- 
dressed the commission, and 
told them “We want to build 
a park at the old Hydro Plant 
at the dam.” Mayor Folsom 
asked the commission for a 
$25,000 donation toward the 
construction of the park. The 
total cost is estimated at 


‘$200,000. 


Folsom added “The park will 
be open to all the citizens of 
Coffee County.” 

Judge Sawyer instructed Fol- 
som that the commission would 
consider his request, and get 
back with him at a later time, 

Sawyer than informed the 
board, that the grant to build 
a livestock arena had been 
turned down. Sawyer read a 
letter from Sen. James Allen, 
who promised to try to find 
other funds which could be used 
to build the arena. 

In other action the Com- 
mission voted to borrow 
$3528.40 to pay a bill from the 
land appraisers. However, the 
commission hinted they might 
consider withholding future pay- 
ments until the appraisers 
clear-up the many complaints 
from county residents. 


The commission voted unan- 
imously to enter into anagree- 
ment with the State Highway 
Department that would allow 
Engineer Bernard Richburg and 
Engineer Pete Anderson to re- 
main in the county for an ad- 
ditional 60 days. The two en- 
gineers (who are on loan from 
re State) were to leave on Jan. 


In the meeting's final action 
Sheriff Neil Grantham request- 
ed the commission purchase 
several items. 

These proposals include: 
..-The need for a large fire 
extinguisher at ‘the jail, anda 
Small one in each car. 

...The need for new floor coy- 
ering in the kitchen and main 
office. 

..-The need for a new deputy. 
...A request that the jailers be 
paid overtime. 

...The need for a deep freeze 
at the jail, and 

...An urgent need for file cab- 
inets at the offices in Elba 
and Enterprise. 

The commission instructed 
Sheriff Grantham to send: out 
bids for the fire extinguishers, 
but failed to act on his other 
requests. 


The commissicners then 
voted to adjourn, and went to 
the County Extension Office in 
New Brockton where the out- 


going commissioners were 
itreated to lunch.
